Ford offers new oil plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In an attempt 
to break the stalemate with Congress 
over energy policy, President Ford today 
proposed a new oil pricing plan that 
would add 6 cents a gallon to the price of 
gasoline by the end of 1978. 


The President, who personally un­ 
veiled his compromise attempt, said the 
decontrol plan would place a limit of $1- 
1.50 a barrel on Sept. 1 on the cost of 
domestic oil produced since 1973. The 
current level of such oil is around $13 a 
barrel. 


But Ford said the $11.50 ceiling would 
gradually increase by a nickel each 
month for the next 39 months. This step 
would allow the U.S. oil prices to 


gradually creep back to the level of 
world prices. 
Ford also asked Congress to extend for 
three months the current oil ceiling law 
which is due expire Aug. 31 and use that 
time to enact a windfall profit tax on ex­ 
cess profits which might result from the 
decontrol. 
“ This nation desperately needs 
cooperation, not confrontation, on the 
critical energy issue,” Ford said. 
Under the plan, all new oil — that 
produced from wells since 1973 — would 
fall to $11.50 on Sept. 1 from the current 
world market price. It will be frozen for 
September at $11.50. Starting Oct. 1 it 
will rise a nickle a month until Nov. 1978. 
when it will be at $13.45. 


There also will be a phaseout of con­ 
trols on oil produced before 1973 which is 
currently at $5.25 It gradually will be al­ 
lowed to rise to $13 45 over the same 39- 
month period. 
At the end of this time, all oil will be 
selling at the same price. 
Another major recommendation in the 
plan was Ford’s request for a provision 
that the firms plow back a portion of 
their added revenue to increase produc­ 
tivity. 
A fact sheet distributed by the White 
House said the new proposal would 
generate an increase of 6 cents per gal­ 
lon by the end of 1978. Gas would rise by 
one cent a gallon by the end of this year. 


another cent by the end of 1977 and 4 
more cents by the end of 1978. 
Ford and Congress have been unable to 
agree on an oil policy, with the President 
vetoing one Congress-passed bill and the 
House turning down Ford's previous 
plan 
Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
G. Zarb said today he could not say that 
this was Ford’s final offer but Ford told 
reporters ‘‘it’s my best judgment... that 
if the Congress turns this down on any 
basis,” price controls would probably 
disappear when the current law expires. 
“This is our chance to demonstrate to 
the American people ... that their Presi­ 
dent and their Congress can come 
together,” Zarb said. 
School trustees approve budget

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
D istrict, last night, approved the 
publication version of the district’s 1975- 
76 budget, but not without some sighs of 
frustration. 
Trustee Karl Braun made the motion 
to approve the document, picked up a se­ 
cond from Jack Helman and drew con­ 
curring votes from Barbara Berg and 
board vice president Richard K. Jacoby.

Judge overturns 


challenge to Exxon 


A Monterey County Superior Judge 
Ralph M. Drummond has made a ruling 
which in effect overturns charges 
against Exxon Corp. U.S.A. and Santa 
Barbara County growing out of the May 
27 countywide referendum allowing an 
oil and gas processing plant west of 
Goleta. 
Judge Drummond, who was assigned 
the case after coming to Santa Barbara 
to try a murder case on a change of 
venue, granted motions for summary 
judgment filed by the oil company and 
the county as principal defendants. 
Nine south coast residents had filed a 
statement of contest of election, claim­ 
ing the county elections office was guilty 
of malconduct, yes, malconduct in not 
providing sufficient election polling 
places in Isla Vista. Exxon and its 
backer, the Inland Alternative Commit­ 
tee, were charged with coercion and in­ 
timidation in the election campaign. 
Assistant County Counsel Dana Smith 
said he felt the court ruling was on the 
determination that any trial could not 
produce results that would overturn the 
election count in favor of Exxon. 
“This ends the case at this level unless 
the other party appeals,” he said. 


ficials blame the increases on rising 
costs, and generally the increased costs 
of staying in business.

would yield in return. Again, PG&E 
refused. 
The cities then chose a legal attack on 
a broad front. In 1972, NCPA intervened 
against PG&E’s application to the At­ 
omic Energy Commission (as it was then 
called) for permits for its Mendocino 
project. The 11 cities charged that the 
firm had refused to allow them to par­ 
ticipate in the plant and that granting the 
private utility the requested permits 
would only bolster PG&E’s policy of 
erecting barriers to public utility com­ 
petition. These barriers. NCPA charged, 
included insistence on long duration, all 
or nothing bulk power contracts, which 
precluded the cities’ access to other, pos­ 
sibly cheaper, sources of bulk oower. 
Other anticompetitive barriers, NCPA 
charged, included refusal of power 
wheeling rights, PG&E denial of 
membership of the cities in power shar­ 
ing pools and foreclosure of NCPA ac­ 
c e ss to le ss ex p en siv e ex cess 
hydroelectric power from federal dam 
projects in the Pacific Northwest. Final­ 
ly, the cities charged that PG&E had 
foreclosed their access to other sources 
of bulk power through its contracts with 
the federal Bureau of Reclamation and 
the Sacramento Municipal Utility 
District (SMUD). Both of these con­ 
tracts. NCPA claimed, prohibited these 
public agencies from supplying alter­ 
nate. inexpensive bulk power to some or 
all of its cities. 
The AEC staff agreed with NCPA’s 
charges across the board. That same 
year, the U.S. Department of Justice 
asked the atomic power commission to 


hold up approval of new PG&E nuclear 
power projects until the company agreed 
to drop its stranglehold on the small 
municipals. PG&E's development plans 
for the Mendocino project have since 
been shelved. 
NCPA was joined by several Southern 
California municipal utilities, who had 
become involved in a running battle over 
generation right with Southern Califor­ 
nia Edison Co.. in a legal offensive for 
membership in the Seven Party Agree­ 
ment. Lawyers for the municipals call 
this agreement an exclusive private 
utility fraternity with access to cheap 
hydroelectric power from dams in the 
Northwest over the Pacific Northwest- 
Southwest Intertie. 


The intertie is a 500.000 volt freeway 
for electric power elevated on giant tran­ 
smission towers and reaching almost 
1.000 miles from Southern California to 
the hydroelectric empire of the Pacific 
Northwest. Placed in service in 1968 and 
1969. it was constructed by the California 
private utilities in their service area and 
by the federal government in the 
Northwest. Its blessing is that it joins the 
water rich northwestern states with 
utilities in California that rely much 
more heavily on fossil fuel power 
generation. When there is more hydro 
power than needed in Washington and 
Oregon, some utilities to the south can 
benefit from it at low cost thanks to the 
intertie. But not the small munis. In poor 
water years, power flows from the fossil 
fuel plants in the south to the Northwest.

Astronauts 
hospitalized 


from fumes 


ABOARD USS NEW ORLEANS (UPI) 
— Doctors kept close watch today over 
the last Apollo astronauts for possible 
delayed lung damage from yellow fumes 
that apparently caused one pilot to pass 
out briefly before the spacecraft 
splashed down in the Pacific Ocean. 
Thomas Stafford, Vance Brand and 
Donald “D«ke” Slayton appeared all 
right after an initial examination aboard 
this recovery ship although they com­ 
plained the fumes irritated and burned 
their eyes. 
Dr. Royce Hawkins, deputy director of 
medical operations at the Johnson Space 
Center in Houston, said in a brief mid­ 
morning statement that Brand apparent­ 
ly passed out as the Apollo descended by 
parachute at 23,000 feet altitude. 
Scratchy radio communications from 
the pilots immediately after the 
splashdown Thursday suggested more 
than one of the crewmen passed out. 
Stafford said, "I think we passed out for 
about a minute.” 
Dr. Charles La Pinta, space agency 
physician aboard this recovery ship, said 
doctors were watching the astronauts for 
signs of pulmonary edema — water in 
lung tissue —that might develop within 
12 to 24 hours because of the astronauts’ 
exposure to the toxic vapor. 
“We were coughing and hacking pretty 
good in there,” Slayton told doctors. 
Apollo’s fiery, arcing plunge down 
through earth’s atmosphere and 
dramatic televised splashdown in calm 
waters ended the world’s first interna­ 
tional spaceflight — a nine-day mission 
that saw Russians and Americans link up 
in orbit to fly as a single crew. 
The New Orleans steamed toward 
Hawaii and was scheduled to arrive in 
Pearl Harbor at 12:15 p.m. PDT.

(This is the fourth article in a series 
exploring Lompoc’s membership in a 
public power cooperative, the rates it 
pays for electrical power and that 
agency’s plans to construct or help con­ 
struct several new power plants.) 
The founding purpose of the Northern 
California Power Agency (NCPA) was to 
unite its 11 public power cities, including 
Lompoc, to finance a string of new 
power generation projects. With these, 
the cities themselves would be able to 
generate the power they retailed to their 
citizens instead of relying on the higher 
and higher priced power half of them 
now buy, and the other half may soon 
have to buy, from Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. (PG&E). 
The energy crisis, which sent the 
wholesale price of this bulk power 
skyrocketing, lent this quest a special 
urgency. 
The agency’s first proposed project 
was a geothermal steam plant to be 
located at The Geysers dry steam fields 
in Sonoma County, where PG&E 
operates a number of such generating 
plants. But how were the cities to ac­ 
complish this? Seven of them, including 
Lompoc, are general law cities, 
operating within the bounds of the state’s 
general law. The rest have city charters 
setting down their legal powers. The 
general law at the time prohibited the 
seven cities from financing power 
generation projects with the revenue 
bonding authority they use to finance 
other municipal projects, like sewer 


plants. This eliminated a prime financ­ 
ing tool from the generation plan. 
Then there was the problem of secur­ 
ing a geothermal resource. Agency 
leaders repeatedly opened negotiations 
with geothermal 
development com­ 
panies only to see them go up in smoke. 
They charged PG&E with tying up 
geothermal areas with exclusive con­ 
tracts with the steam developers and 
then exploiting these resources at a 
snail’s pace. PG&E answered that their 
dominance of the geothermal field 
wasn’t the result of big brother prac­ 
tices, just good management. Private 
utility spokesmen asked how they could 
be going slow on geothermal when 
PG&E’s Geyser’s complex is the largest 
steam power enterprise in the world. 
Then, too, there was the critical 
problem of power transmission. Even if 
NCPA could have found a way to secure 
a steam lease and managed to finance it, 
there was no way for it to transmit 
(wheel) this power from the Geysers to 
its member cities. PG&E, which owns 
the 16,000 mile transmission network to 
accomplish this, refushed to allow the 
agency to pay to wheel its power over it. 
The firm, its spokesmen said, was under 
no legal compulsion to do this and did not 
have the transmission capacity to wheel 
power from the Geysers to the cities. 
NCPA sought a way around these 
stumbling blocks by asking PG&E if it 
could participate in the construction of 
the firm’s then planned Mendocino 
Nuclear Power Project, paying for a 
share of the cost of the plant and receiv­ 
ing an equitable amount of the power it

PG&E has followed a policy of 
trying to suffocate its public 
competition was lent support in 
Ju n e. 1973 when th e U.S. 
Justice Dept, opened an in­ 
vestigation of possible PG&E 
violations of federal antitrust 
law. The Justice Dept, has is­ 
sued a civil investigative de­ 
mand, equivalent to a subpoena, 
for PG&E files and is now pres­ 
sing ahead with the probe. It 
may file suit against PG&E on 
these grounds. 


N e ith e r PG& E n o r th e 
Justice Dept, will talk in detail 
about the probe because it may 
go for final resolution before a 
federal court. But a Justice 
Dept, document, which is on the 
public record, provides more 
than a clue as to the grounds for 
the investigation and the possi­ 
ble suit. This is the Depart­ 
m ent's August, 1972 advice let­ 
ter to the staff of the Atomic 
Energy Commission regarding 
the antitrust allegations made 
by NCPA in its intervention 
against PG& E’s Mendocino 
permits. 


In its conclusions in this let­ 
ter, the Justice Dept, didn't 
mince words. It said: “ While 
some of the specific allegations 
made to the Department of 
Justice with respect to PG&E’s 
conduct are in dispute, there 
se e m s to be s u b s ta n tia l 
ev id en ce th a t PG & E has 
engaged in a course of conduct 
which has blocked the develop­ 
ment of bulk power alternatives 
by NCPA, its member systems 
and other distribution utilities 
in N o rth e rn and C e n tra l 
California for a period of at 
least 20 years.” 
The federal law enforcement 
agency found that PG&E had 
acted to foreclose the small 
public’s access to alternate 
power sources in several ways, 
the letter said. The first is by 
long term , exclusive contracts: 
” ... at least five of PG&E’s 
m unicipal resale custom ers 
have, since 1955, been under 
contract to purchase all of their 
requirem ents from PG&E for 
i 
sriods of five to seven years.” 
he c i t i e s a r e L o m p o c , 
Alameda, Healdsburg, Lodi and 
Ukiah. PG&E bulk contracts 
have been shortened since. 
The second is the refusal by 
P G & E 
to 
w h e e l 
c h e a p 
hydroelectric power from the 
federal Central Valley Project 
(CVP) to Lompoc (in 1963 and 
1966), Healdsburg (1962 and 
1964) and Santa Clara (1965). 
According to the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation, the Central Val­ 
ley P ro ject was built with 
federal tax collars prim arily to 
supply power to m unicipal 
systems. The NCPA cities of 
Biggs, Palo Alto, Gridley, Red­ 
ding and Roseville buy all of 
their bulk power from this 
source — power wheeled by 
PG&E. But both the Bureau and 
PG&E argue that denial of CVP 
power to the other munis is a 
moot question because there 
isn’t enough of it to go around. 


The Justice agency reported 
in its letter that PG&E has in 
fact limited the amount of this 
available CVP power through 
its 1967 co n tra ct w ith the 
Bureau. The contract, the letter 
says, fixes limits not only the 
geographic area in which the 
Bureau can sell CVP power, but 
its generation sources for this 
power and its maximum power 
capacity in PG&E’s 47 county 
service area. 


Lompoc is not within the con­ 
tracted CVP wheeling area. 
Were it not for this contract, 
the letter says, Lompoc and the 
other munis could receive a 
share of this power. The cost of 
CVP power has been estim ated 
at roughly one fourth the cost of 
wholesale power the city buys 
from PG&E. 


By putting a ceiling on the 


total CVP capacity, the letter 
indicated, the contract hastens 
the day when growing munis 
within the CVP wheeling area 
will exhaust the contractural 
limit and be forced to turn to 
PG&E for power supplements. 


The contractural limit on the 
Bureau's power sources wasn’t 
considered critical as long as 
a lre a d y 
highly developed 
hydroelectric power was all 
power planners had in mind. 
The discovery of large geother­ 
mal steam resources on federal 
land has given the provision 
new importance. 


In a brief statem ent, PG&E 
said: “ The Bureau of Reclam a­ 
tion has no unallocated power 
which it could make available 
to cities not now served.” 
Bureau statem ents say the 
same thing. 
There exists the possibility 
that whether or not the Justice 
Dept, sues PG&E on the basis 
of the alleged restrictions of 
CVP power, the affected cities 
will. Said Robert Rose, public 
works director for the City of 
H ealdsburg: 
‘ The cities of 
Ukiah, Lompoc and Heald­ 
sburg, who were excluded from 
CVP by a Bureau of Reclam a­ 
tion — Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co. contract, are contemplating 
possible legal action.” 
The Justice letter also hits 
contracts between PG&E and 
the S acram ento M unicipal 
Utility District (SMUD), which 
the agency said effectively re­ 
quired the district to sell all of 
its excess power to the private 
utility and set a lim it on the size 
of the second unit of SMUD’s 
Rancho Seco Nuclear Project. 
This, the letter said, prevented 
SMUD “ from planning and con­ 
structing a nuclear generating 
unit of optimum efficient size.” 
In effect, the letter said, these 
agreem ents also foreclosed the 
small muni's access to cheaper 
alternate power. 
Still other PG&E policies 
cited in the le tte r as an ­ 
ticompetitive were the refusal 
to wheel NCPA power from the 
Geysers, refusal to allow power 
plant participation, PG&E’s 
geothermal development and 
denial of NCPA requests to join 
the California Power Pool. 
Because the m atter may go 
into litigation, PG&E officials 
will not discuss the m erits of 
the Justice Dept, case except to 
affirm, in a prospectus on a new 
issue of PG&E common stock 
and elsewhere, that the firm is 
under Justice Dept, investiga­ 
tion in several general areas. 
In answer to a query about 
the company’s responses to the 
various Justice allegations, 
PG&E said this in an official 
statem ent: 
“PG&E denies that it is or 
has been engaged in any an­ 
titrust violations and considers 
these allegations to be without 
foundation.” 
“ We’ve gone a long way 
toward helping these public 
agencies,” said PG&E’s Assis­ 
tant Counsel William B. Kuder. 
“I don’t think it’s true at all 
th at we re blocking public 
utilities.” 
“We are under investigative 
demand and the Justice Dept, is 
looking into our records,” he 
said. “ No law suit has been 
filed.” 
A range of NCPA accusations 
also charging PG&E with abuse 
of its regulated monopoly

In 1971, Lompoc and its sister 
municipals won an important 
skirmish in a precedent setting 
court action in Minnesota that 
becam e a Magna C arta for 
public generation.

state after that firm refused to 
w heel pow er to m unicipal 
systems from remote, public 
generating sources. On Sept. 9, 
1971, a federal court ruled in 
favor of the Justice Dept, and 
in February, 1973, the U.S. 
Supreme Court upheld this rul­ 
ing. 
The case decided that private 
utilities are subject to the 
Sherman Antitrust Act and are 
th e re b y 
p ro h ib ite d 
fro m 
refusing to wheel such public 
power. O tter Tail, with the sup­ 
port of PG&E and others, had 
argued that private utilities 
should not be subject to federal 
antitrust law because they are 
already regulated by state and 
fe d e ra l co m m issio n s. The 
utility firm s would lose part of 
their m arkets to the publics if 
they were forced to grant them 
access to their transmission 
networks, they argued. 


In February, 1974, PG&E and 
the 11 cities opened negotia­ 
tions on wheeling NCPA power. 
PG&E has agreed in principle 
to transm it NCPA power from 
th e g e n e ra tin g p la n ts th e 
agency builds or participates in 
to its m em ber cities. Still at is­ 
sue is whether or not NCPA will 
be able to negotiate transm is­ 
sion rates low enough to make 
its public generation venture 
truly worthwhile.

Also in the wake of the Otter 
Tail decision and the Justice 
Dept, probe, PG&E relaxed its 
stance on the availability of 
power from the Sacramento 
district nuclear plant, opening 
the way for NCPA participa­ 
tion. 
The legal cross currents of 
the y ears since 1968 have 
brought NCPA what amounts to 
a Bill of Rights allowing them 
to a t le a st seriously con­ 
te m p la te a public pow er 
generation enterprise. These 
generation endeavors may still 
not prove wise or practical. But 
they are no longer pipe dreams.

The Local Agency Formation 
Commission ruled Thursday 
that the Solvang incorporation 
p ro p o sa l's 
e n v iro n m en ta l 
review be considered separate­ 
ly from that of the spheres of in­ 
fluence in the Santa Ynez Val­ 
ley. 
• 
The commission also voted 
unanimously to begin hearings 
on the incorporation petition 
Aug. 28 at 2 p.m. at Solvang, 
with County Environm ental 
Coordinator Albert F Reynolds 
to recommend at that time 
whether he feels an in-depth en­ 
vironm ental review rep o rt 
(EIR) or a simplified negative 
environmental impact declara­ 
tion is necessary. 
In a protracted, confused ses­ 
sion that took one hour and 20 
minutes merely to pass an in­ 
itial motion, the commission 
also approved by a 5-0 vote a 
m otion to have te n ta tiv e 
spheres of influence approved 
for the six special districts in 
the valley as revised by district 
officials to eliminate potential 
conflicts in some cases. 
The districts include Buellton 
Community Services District, 
Solvang Municipal Im prove­ 
ment District, Santa Ynez Com­ 
munity Services District, Santa 
Ynez River W ater Conservation 
D istric t and 
Im provem ent 
District No. 1, and the Oak Hill 
Cemetery District. 
Reynolds told LAFCO Thurs­ 
day that estim ated costs for 
“ probable E R I’s” for incor­ 
poration and sphere of in­ 
fluence studies, plus a sphere 
study, if performed concurrent­ 
ly, would be 919.000 for a four- 
month task and $28,600 if the 
reviews took six months. 
Determination has not yet 
been officially made whether 
an EIR is w arranted in each 
case. 
Included in the totals was an 
$850 figure for the minimum 
cost of preparing an EIR for the 
incorporation proposal. Should 
an incorporation initial study 
proceed independently of the 
spheres studies, the cost of an 
EIR would be about $5.000, 
Reynolds felt, or less “ if abun­ 
dant data is available from the 


a p p lic a n ts .” If an ND is 
deemed appropriate the cost 
would drop to $125 
A 
complete environmental 
study would be required before 
LAFCO could take final action 
on the incorporation plan, it 
was stated.

Jam es Barnes, an incorpora­ 
tion proponent, that an EIR 
report, while a “ simple infor­ 
mational document, could be 
the best investment the propo­ 
nents of incorporation ever 
m ad e.” He w arned that a 
negative declaration that didn't 
take into account adverse en­ 
vironmental impacts “ could be 
challenged in court ... and you 
could be hung out to dry for 
years.” 
“ But you can make it so ex­ 
pensive, the proposal could 
never get to a decision,” 
replied Barnes. 
Reynolds emphasized that his 
package plan was set up on the 
premise that the Solvang incor­ 
poration proposal could best be 
evaluated only by having much 
data from a sphere study and 
environmental review of such a 
study.

per cent.

Tornado blasts community 


ST. BONAVENTURE. Que. 
(UPI) — A tornado, darting out 
of a storm th a t produced 
hurricane-like winds, destroyed 
half th is ru ra l com m unity 
within minutes Thursday. It kil­ 
led or injured scores of persons, 
including a mother and her twin 
children 
Police said at least three 
persons were killed and 59 in­ 
jured, 14 critically. 
Officials said earlier reports 
of 14 deaths were erroneous. 
"When it struck, we went to 
the basem ent and when we 
cam e back up, the second floor 
of our house was gone,” said 
Leo Paul Forcier, a lumber 
yard owner. 
The storm struck at 6 p.m. 
‘ EDT, and within 10 minutes 


cleared a 5 mile by 1-Mi mile 
path, razing more than half the 
buildings in the community 60 
miles northeast of Montreal. 
About 400 of the town’s 1,000 
residents were left homeless. 


"Twenty houses have been 
completely destroyed," a police 
spokesman said. "The steeple 
of the church was knocked over 
and crashed in the road. It is 
real devastation here.” 


The dead were identified as 
Denise St. Laurent and her two 
infants, killed when the tw ister 
shattered their trailer home. 


A spokesman for Ste. Croix 
hospital in nearby Drummond- 
ville, Que.« said it adm itted 14 
persons in critical condition and 
treated 45 for "everything from 


minor cuts to serious frac­ 
tures." 
Quebec 
Provincial 
Police 
said 65 per cent of the town, 
located 60 miles northeast of 
Montreal was destroyed. 
Telephone 
communications 
were cut by the tornado, leav­ 
ing the community virtually 
isolated from the rest of the 
province. 
Police blocked access roads 
to St. Bona venture to prevent 
looting and keep out curiosity 
seekers, after accounting for 
the town’s population. 
The weather bureau said the 
tornado was an offshoot of the 
same storm that dumped heavy 
rain and whipped up winds of 70 
miles an hour across southern

Last hurray for Apollo program 


HOUSTON (UPI) - When 
the last splashdown was over 
Thursday Apollo-Soyuz techni­ 
cal director Glynn Lunney gave 
what may stand as the epitaph 
for Apollo. 
"I think when the history 
books are written from a longer 
perspective than from the one 
we have here this evening,” 
Lunney said, "w e’re going to 
find a very honored place for 
the Apollo spacecraft.” 
Forty-three Americans have 
gone into space during the past 
14 years, beginning with the 15- 
m inute up-and-down hop of 
Alan Shepard in a M ercury cap­ 
sule on May 5,1961. He was fol­ 
lowed by five other Mercury 
pilots, including John Glenn 
who became the first American 
to orbit Earth, on Feb. 20,1962. 
T hen c a m e th e G em in i 
p ro g ra m w hich p io n eered 
rendezvous and docking tech­ 
niques with 10 two-man orbital 
flights in 1965 and 1966. 
P ro je c t A pollo follow ed 
Gemini as a monumental effort 
that sent men to the moon in the 
three-seat spaceship nearly 
identical to the one Thomas 
Stafford, Vance Brand and 
Donald "D eke" Slayton used to 
m eet two Russians in orbit for 
the Apollo-Soyuz international 
spaceflight. 
The Apollo effort began with 
tragedy when Virgil "G us" 
Grissom, Edward White and 
Roger Chaffee died Jan. 27, 
1967, in a fire aboard the 
spacecraft during a ground test 
on the launch pad at what then 
was Cape Kennedy. 
A modified Apollo was suc­ 
cessfully flown in Earth orbit 
for nearly 11 days in October, 


1968, and from then on Project 
Apollo rolled from one success 
to another The first moon or­ 
bital flight was logged by three 
Apollo 8 astronauts two months 
later at Christmastime. 
Apollo 9 m ade an ea rth - 
orbital checkout of the lunar 
lander in March, 1969. Apollo 10 
rehearsed lunar landing opera­ 
tions around the moon two 
months later and then Apollo 11 
astronauts Neil Armstrong and 
Edwin Aldrin became the first 
men to set foot on the moon 
July 20, 1969. 
F ive m ore lunar landings 
were carried out and one mis­ 
sion —Apollo 13 —was aborted 
with its crew looping around the 


moon before returning home. 
In all 24 men went to the 
moon. Twelve landed and the 
rest flew around it. 
The lunar landing program 
was followed by the Skylab ef­ 
fort which used Apollos to ferry 
three-m an crews to the orbiting 
space station. Three crew s 
lived and worked aboard Skylab 
at different times, spending 28, 
59 and 84 days in orbit. 
The 
Apollo-Soyuz mission 
was the last flight of the Apollo, 
the last planned splashdown 
return, the last parachute des­ 
cent and the last flight of 
Americans until 1979 when the 
space sh u ttle rocket plane 
begins flying. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate has passed a broadened 
seven-year extension of the na­ 
tion's landmark voting rights 
law, ending days of debate 
which left the once-powerful 
Southern bloc badly defeated 
The bill, approved 77 to 12, 
was sent late Thursday back to 
the House, which already has 
approved a sim ilar 10-year ex­ 
tension. 


Peter Rodino. D-N.J , chair­ 
man of the House judiciary 
co m m ittee, and Rep. Don 
Edwards, D-Calif., the bill’s 
chief sponsor, told Sen John 
Tunney, D-Calif., they would 
ask the House to accept the 
shorter extension. 
Rodino and Tunney, in a joint 
letter, said they were "not 
totally satisfied" with the cut- 
down extension but that time 
was too short for negotiations 
between the Senate and House 
on a compromise. 
Congress is working against 
two deadlines 
It begins a 
month-long vacation Aug. I, 
and key provisions in the ex­ 
isting act will expire Aug. 6. 
The bill, approved after six 
days of debate, would perm a­ 
nently ban voter literacy tests 
and substantially broaden the 
1965 act to protect the voting 
rig h ts of Spanish-speaking 
Americans and other minori­ 
ties. It would require states to 
provide special bilingual voter 
in stru c tio n s for language 
minorities. 
As debate droned on Thurs­ 
day, Senate liberals cracked 
down on Southern amendments, 
having them ruled out of order 
because they were sim ilar to 
others that repeatedly had been 
defeated by wide margins. 
Sen. Sam Nunn, D-Ga., said 
the tactics "will poison the air 
here for many years." 
Amendments by Sens. Strom 
Thurmond, D-S.C., and William 
Scott, R-Va., which would have 
removed southern states from 
the a c t ’s co v e rag e, w ere 
defeated. 


Ruled out of order was an 
am endm ent from Sen. John 
Tower, R-Tex., to continue the 
voting rights law until after the 
1976 election and thereafter ex­ 
clude any jurisdiction which 
had at least half its voting age 
population registered and vo­ 
ting. 
"To subject these jurisdic­ 
tions to another decade of 
federal intervention without 
reassessing th e ir need for 
coverage is unjust and unwar­ 
ranted," Tower said. 
Under current law, enacted 
to halt racial discrimination 
against eligible black voters, 
seven Deep South states and 
other areas of the country must 
submit all election changes for 
federal pre-clearance Federal

Pioneer Home 
schedules 
open house 


The Lompoc Valley Historical Society 
Pioneer Home will be open to the public 
this Sunday from 1-4 p.m. The Pioneer 
Home, at the corner of West Walnut Ave. 
and L Street was under construction 100 
years ago, in July 1875 William Woods 
from Santa Cruz was building the Vic­ 
torian home for Henry W. Fabing from 
San Jose. The home was constructed us­ 
ing redwood lumber from Santa Cruz, 
rafted ashore at Pt. Sal. 
“ A fire got away from Roberts and the 
whole town had to turn out to save Fab­ 
ing's house as well (as) others.” Those 
few words from the July 30,1875 entry in 
John Lowe’s diary conjure up images of 
early settlers burning brush to clear 
land. “ Roberts” was probably George 
Roberts, secretary of the Lompoc Valley 
Land Co. and one of the founders of Lom­ 
poc. His commercial building has been 
the landmark on the Northwest corner of 
H and Ocean After the fire. H W. Fabing 
became the first “ Fire Department 
foreman” in Lompoc in 1875 
The public is invited to the Pioneer 
Home, also called the Fabing-McKay- 
Spanne house for the three families who 
occupied it during a century of service. 
Each room is a museum of early Lompoc 
pioneer life. Members of the Historical 
Society will be on hand to enrich the open 
house with resources of knowledge on 
Lompoc’s early heritage. Donations 
received during open house days provide 
for maintenance and continued restora­ 
tion.

Space planners aim 
b e t t e r h a i f 
Happy wives of astronauts 
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now for 'shuttle' 


HOUSTON (UPI) - With the 
last of the Apollos safely back 
on earth, the nation’s space 
planners are turning to the 
revolutionary space shuttle 
rocket plane to "open up space 
like it’s never been opened 
before.” 
The shuttle won’t fly until 
1979. But space agency officials 
are counting on it to make it 
routine and economical to do 
the things that can best be done 
in space 


“When we get to shuttle, 
we’re finally going to establish 
a beachhead in space,” Deputy 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration Administrator 
George Low said Thursday. 
“We’ll make it so relatively 
easy to get in and out of space, 
we'll suddenly discover space 
as a place to help man on Earth 
and a place to explore.”

TONOPAH, Nev. (UPI) - 
The first day of the Bureau of 
Land Management's wild horse 
roundup in Stone Cabin Valley 
east of here ended —without the 
capture of a single mustang. 
BLM District Director Gene 
Nodine said Thomas Warr’s 
wranglers managed to get one 
stallion into a trap at Two Mile 
waterhole. But the stallion 
would have no part of it. 
"He just made a run at the 
gate, the latch gave way and he 
got away,” Nodine said. 
Warr, 31, Las Vegas, won the 
BLM contract to capture 400 
horses to thin out the Stone 
Cabin herd. He had estimated 
the first day would net 50 
animals. 
"The real problem was there 
were just too many people out 
there. The horses would come 
within sight, but not into the 
traps,” Nodine said. He said the 
scent of man was still too fresh 


in the corrals built around five 
waterholes in the valley. 
The most frustrating incident 
was the band of mustangs that 
walked around a trap for nearly 
two hours while one of Warr’s 
cowboys waited to spring the 
trap "They walked around and 
around that trap, but they never 
went in. That lead mare was too 
cautious,” Nodine said. 
He and a group of reporters 
and observers watched both in­ 
cidents from several miles 
away through binoculars. 
He said, however, the system 
will work because the horses 
must have water to survive in 
the desert valley. Barring rain, 
the waterholes are the only 
place for them to get a drink. 
E a rlier, 
N odine 
had 
predicted all 400 mustangs 
would be caught within 30 days. 
He said Thursday afternoon it 
might take some time first to 
work the bugs out of the trapp­ 
ing system.

A storm ripped across west­ 
ern New York state Thursday, 
killing one person and injuring 
13 others, two seriously. Anoth­ 
er storm touched off fires in 
Winston-Salem, N.C., and trig­ 
gered flooding that caused 
some evacuations. 
The storm at Springbrook, 
N.Y., toppled a tree onto a pass­ 
ing car, causing the driver to 
loose control of the vehicle. The 
car hit a telephone pole and the 
driver, Norman Niesto, 19, 
Elma, was killed. 
A bolt of lightning stabbed at 
a group of children playing at a 
Rochester, N.Y., park. 
Police said 13 persons —12 
youngsters on a day care center 
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outing and their adult super­ 
visor —were injured by the 
thunderbolt. Two children were 
seriously injured. Rochester 
fire officials said one child suf­ 
fered cardiac arrest in the acci­ 
dent but was revived with 
resuscitation equipment. 
Tornadoes damaged two 
trailers in Yorkshire, N.Y., de­ 
stroyed a small building and 
tore limbs from trees. 
Thunderstorms laced with 
lightning touched off several 
house fires in Winston-Salem 
Thursday night, and rising 
water on the Tar River in 
eastern North Carolina forced 
evacuation of about 50 persons. 
There were no immediate 
reports of injuries in Winston- 
Salem. 
Several city streets were 
blocked by water as 2.1 inches 
of rain fell in Winston-Salem in 
a short period of time. 
Authorities at Greenville said 
the Tar River crested Thurs­ 
day, leaving its banks and forc­ 
ing the evacuation of a low- 
income residential area near 
the river.

But 
these big solid propellant 
rockets will be parachuted back 
into the sea, recovered, ref­ 
ueled and used again. Only a big 
fuel tank will be jettisoned with 
each flight 
“In a way, we’ve only gone 
out west in a covered wagon. 
But with shuttle we’re going out 
on the first train.” Low said in 
an interview as the final Apollo 
flight was winding to a close, 
"we re going to open up space 
like it’s never been opened 
before." 


Burns fears 


prices may 
swing upward 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
problem with recovery, says 
Arthur Burns, is that prices 
customarily start moving up 
with the rest of the economy. 
He fears it will happen this 
time, too. 
Burns, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, laid 
heavy stress in testimony 
Thursday before' the House 
Banking Committee on his fear 
that prices may swing sharply 
upward now that recovery is 
under way. 
For that reason, he said, the 
Fed will not abandon its goal 
for a moderate increase in the 
money supply of 5 to 7.5 per 
cent a year. 
Liberals have pressed for a 
more expansionary policy. 
They argue a new round of in­ 
flation is not likely at a time 
when industrial capacity is not 
being utilized and labor is plen­ 
tiful. 
Burns said “many econo­ 
mists” don’t understand that 
pressure on prices comes at the 
beginning of a recovery, not at 
its peak. He said it was a pity 
business cycles are no longer 
studied in colleges. 
While Burns was testifying, 
House Speaker Carl Albert and 
other House Democrats were in 
an adjoining room listening to 
three liberal economists at a 
conference on the economy. 
When it ended, Albert issued a 
statement saying that without 
more vigorous action by Con­ 
gress and by the Fed “the 
recovery from the recession 
will be weak, pallid and in­ 
sipid.” 
Bums, after day-long pressure 
to discuss the implications of 
the Fed’s monetary goal, said 
in his personal view the 
economy would grow by 8 per 
cent —more than the adminis­ 
tration forecasts —in the next 
12 months, and the rate of un­ 
employment would decline to 
7.5 to 8 per cent.

Several reports have indicated that Flournoy might be in 
line to replace USC President John R. Hubbard on his retire­ 
ment. 
Flournoy did not rule out the possibility of returning to 
politics in the future. 
He said he announced his decision not to run early so that 
other Republican hopefuls may solicit support. Considered 
leading contenders are Rep Barry Goldwater Jr., R-Calif.; 
former lieutenant governor and Nixon administration aide 
Robert H. Finch; state Sen Dennis Carpenter of Newport 
Beach; and Rep. Alphonzo E. Bell. 
Tunney, 41, will be seeking his second term as U.S. 
Senator, vying for the Democratic nomination with activist

In an interview, Bergland 
said new controls on sugar im­ 
ports will be needed to maintain 
a healthy domestic sugar grow­ 
ing industry and to avoid in­ 
creasing dependence on foreign 
producers who already supply 
nearly half the nation’s sugar 
needs. 
The M innesota lawmaker 
said he would seek quick action 
on his bill this fall. But. in the 
wake of recent exploratory 
House Agriculture Committee 
hearings on sugar policy, he 
conceded it may be an uphill 
fight —at least as far as 1975 is 
concerned. 
The hearings produced strong 
s u p p o r t 
a m o n g 
m a j o r 
sugarbeet and cane grower 
spokesmen for a return —in 
some form —to the type of 
protection provided under a 40- 
year-old sugar act which 
Congress unexpectedly killed at 
the end of 1974. 
Under the old law. the 
government kept a floor under 
grower prices by regulating the 
amount of sugar which could be 
sold in the U.S. An annual 
national consumption quota 
was divided each year into fix­ 
ed marketing quotas for in­ 
dividual domestic producing 
areas and more than 30 foreign 
countries. 
The U.S. sugar market now is 


basically open to all comers — 
except Cuba —on a competitive 
basis. The administration has 
proclaimed a quota on total im­ 
ports. but it was set far above 
the probable level of actual im­ 
ports. 
The sugar hearings, winding 
up early this week, were called 
to explore the general question 
of whether any new legislation 
is needed. 
Spokesmen for both beet and 
cane growers called urgently 
for new legislation.

Dymally seeks land swap 


British to release 


Irish prisoners 


L O N D O N (U P I) - The 
British government has an­ 
nounced plans to free all 
political prisoners in Northern 
Ireland unless a new round of 
all-out religious warfare erupts 
in the province. 
Northern Ireland Secretary 
M e rlyn 
R ees, 
B r it a in ’s 
overseer in Ulster, set a target 
date of Christm as for the 
release of the remaining 246 
Roman Catholics and Protes­ 
tants suspected of extremism. 
“Although I cannot commit 
myself to a specific date, I hope 
the situation in Ulster will 
progress sufficiently to enable 
all detainees to be out by 
Christmas.” Rees said Thurs­ 
day in a speech to Parliament. 
He refused to rule out future 
arrests under Britain’s con­ 
troversial internment program, 
but the mass release appeared 
to mark at least a temporary 
end to the arrest of suspected 
extremists without trial. 
“Our policy on detention will 
continue to be related to the 
nature and level of violence 
prevailing.” Rees said. 


British officials said 322 
political prisoners have been 
freed since the start of an Irish 
Republican Army cease-fire on 
Feb. 10, but 246 others are still 
being held without trial. 
Rees said the internment law 
lets him “make a judgment on 
each individual case in the light 
of the right of the community to 
be protected, as well as the 
need to safeguard the right of 
the individual to his freedom.” 
Airey Neave, a spokesman 
for the Conservative opposition 
party, asked Rees if “the risk is 
justified in releasing over 200 
experienced terrorists onto the 
streets by Christmas?” 
“We shall have to see what 


we see in the next few months,” 
Rees replied. “If there is a full- 
scale insurrection, then I will 
use the law I have to use.” 
The IR A has threatened to 
call off the shaky, five-month- 
old cease-fire unless Britain 
ended internment and pulled all 
B ritish troops out of the 
province. 


Britain invoked the emergen­ 
cy powers of preventive deten­ 
tion on Aug. 9, 1971, in an at­ 
tempt to put down widespread 
violence by Catholic and 
Protestant extremists. 


At the end of 1972, the peak of 
internment, more than 900 
suspected extremists, most of 
them Catholic, were held under 
the Special Powers Act. 


SACRAM EN TO (UPI) - Lt. 
Gov. Mervyn Dym ally has 
urged the state to swap 700,000 
acres of “virtually unusable” 
land with the federal govern­ 
ment for parcels large enough 
for development. 
Dymally Thursday said the 
state land currently is nearly 
unusable because it is com­ 
prised of tiny parcels that often 
are surrounded by federal land 
or otherwise inaccessible. 
Since 1969 the state has talked 
about the idea of swapping the 
land with the federal govern­ 
ment for parcels whose size 
would permit development. 
Now Dymally said he wants 
some action. 
Dymally made his suggestion 
at a state Lands Commission 
meeting William F. Northrup, 
executive officer, said the com­ 
mission staff will research 
alternative land swaps. 
About 500,000 acres of the 
state are located in the 
Southern California counties of 
San Bernardino, Inyo, River­ 
side and Imperial and another 
100,000 acres are in extreme 
Northern counties, primarily 
Lassen, Modoc, Shasta and 
Mono counties. 
"B y land trades, and by con­ 
solidation of our isolated 
parcels into useable blocks, we 
could obtain land at little or no 
cost that could be utilized for 
recreation, timber growing, for 
campgrounds, for open space 
and wildlife protection,” Dy­ 
mally said.

Brown and Woodcock also 


agreed to urge the federal 
government to award a major 
aircraft contract on the Air 
Force's Sabre jet program to 
North American Rockwell, 
based in Downey A German 
firm, which Woodcock said was 
being subsidized by the German 
government, is competing for 
the contract. 
On a related subject, Wood­ 
cock said he was ‘certainly not 
enthusiastic” about the current 
automobile market but said it 
was "improving,” 


“The auto market is im­ 
proving. The second 10 days of 
July were better than the se­ 
cond 10 days in June when nor­ 
mally it moves in the opposite 
direction.” 


But, Woodcock added, "It’s 
still at a very low level. It only 
looks good by comparison The 
critical point will be when the 
’76 models come on the market. 
If the upward momentum can 
continue, then I think we should 
have a fairly good year next 
year ”

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
California’s school boards to­ 
day said they will not accept 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s 
$88 million proposed com­ 
promise for emergency school 
financing 
Joseph M. Brooks, executive 
secretary of the California 
School Boards Association, said 
that when the legislature 
reconvenes its session next 
month, his group will insist 
upon the full $115 million 
funding proposed in legislation 
authored by Sen. Albert S. Rod- 
da, D-Sacramento. 
Brown opposed the Rodda 
measure, saying the state could 
not afford to finance it. Instead, 
Brooks noted, the governor of­ 
fered $88 million in financing 
along with the right to further 
reduce the state support level 
and to limit summer schools. 
"All this bill does is provide 
relief from inflation at a 
minimum level—does nothing 
toward equalizing education for 
children, does nothing toward 
providing ongoing school sup­ 
port,” Brooks said. 


Brooks said school boards 
"have had it with being accused 
of doing a poor job of education 
when most programs are man­ 
dated at the state level without 
corresponding adequate money 
to do the job. School board 
members have watched a slow 
but persistent erosion of school 
programs in California.” 


Brown has 
ideas on 
Demo meet 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. is 
unwilling to offer Democratic 
party delegates "freebies and 
nice expensive restaurants” to 
lurethe 1976 national convention 
to Los Angeles next year. 
But Brown insisted Thursday 
he wanted the convention to be 
held in Los Angeles despite 
criticism by several party 
leaders that he was not trying 
hard enough to attract the event 
to California. 
Brown said if there was a 
shortage of hotel accommoda­ 
tions in Los Angeles, delegates 
could "Bleep in church base­ 
ments” or be "invited into the 
homes of Democrats across the 
state.” 
The governor told newsmen 
he "never quite followed” what 
type of encouragement Demo­ 
cratic party leaders wanted. 
"I don’t think the Democratic 
party might to look for freebies 
and nice expensive re­ 
staurants” in selecting a con­ 
vention site, he said. 
"To have little parties out on 
speedboats or have dinner at 
Perino’s (a posh Los Angeles 
restaurant) —that’s not my 
idea of what the Democratic 
party stands for.” 
"They ought to look for where 
they can meet the people and 
have a convention on the impor­ 
tant issues of unemployment, 
inflation and the future of this 
country,” Brown said. 
The governor added that he 
would like to see the Republi­ 
cans as well hold their national 
conventions in Los Angeles next 
year.

CHESAPEAKE, Va. (UPI) - Virginia 
Squires’ center David Vaughn, who was 
shot after a seven-mile police chase 
Wednesday has been charged with at­ 
tempted murder and 5 other criminal 
charges. 
Chesapeake Police Capt. R.W. Smith 
said Thursday Vaughn, 23. was shot by a 
rookie policewoman who has been 
suspended from the force without pay 
pending a police investigation. 
Smith reported that Officer Deborah 
Campbell said "there was no intent to 
discharge the firearm” that wounded 
Vaughn in the abdominal area, with the 
bullet glancing off the hip. Vaughn was 
listed in fair condition at a local hospital 
Thursday night. 
The chase began after Vaughn alleged­ 
ly drove off about 7:20 p.m. in his Lincoln 
Mark IV without paying for gas at a ser­ 
vice station, and then drove away from 
two officers chasing him, Smith said. 
He said Vaughn’s car also rammed 
several police cars and another auto, in­ 
juring the passenger, Claudia Moore, 
who was treated and released from a 
local hospital. 
Smith said that near the end of the 
chase Vaughn “ raised his body up 
through the sunroof, reached above the 
roof of the car, waving his hands in the 
air and appeared to be throwing objects 
out of the car.” 
He said the suspect "continued driving 
in that manner” for nearly a mile. 
A police car finally pulled in front of 
Vaughn’s car and stopped it, he said, but 
"the suspect refused to get out and was 
forcibly removed from the car.” 
Smith said the gun held by Officer 
Campbell discharged while officers were 
struggling on the ground to get handcuffs 
on Vaughn. 
Jack Ankerson, general manager of 
the Squires, described Vaughn as "quiet 
and reserved” and said the actions 
"were completely out of character.” 
Smith said f aughn was charged Thurs­ 
day with four counts of attempted 
murder with an automobile, one charge 
each of felonious hit and run and reckless 
driving, two charges of failing to stop for 
a police light and siren, misdemeanor hit 
and run, destroying or damaging city 
property and petty larceny. 
Vaughn, a native of Nashville, Tenn., 
lives in Virginia Beach during the off­ 
season. 
He played college basketball for two 
years at Oral Roberts University and 
then transferred to the University of 
Nevada-Las Vegas, but never played 
there, and signed with the Squires last 
summer. 
Vaughn, who is 6-10, was their starting 
center during the past season, when the 
Squires finished with a 15-69 record, the 
worst in the history of the American 
Basketball Association. 


Shaw goes for 
two golds in 
World meet 


CAU, Colombia (UPI) - Tim Shaw, a 
17-year-old high school student from 
Long Beach, Calif., goes for his third and 
fourth gold medals of the World Swimm­ 
ing Championships today when he tries 
to break his own world record in the 
longest race of the meet, the 1,500 meter 
freestyle, and anchors an American 
relay team. 
Shaw captured his second gold medal 
of the meet Thursday night, outswimm- 
ing Long Beach Swim Club teammate 
Bruce Fumiss in the 400 meter freestyle, 
just like he had done Tuesday night in the 
200 meter freestyle. 
His winning time in the 400 was 
3:54.88, short of his own world record of 
3:53.95. Fumiss, 18, was clocked in 
3:57.71; While Shaw had to come from 
behind in the 200 meters, he feels more 
at ease in the longer distances and he led 
from start to finish in the 400. 
Shaw has always said he considers 
Fumiss his most dangerous rival. 
"We’re always one or two in the same 
distances,” the shy, soft-spoken and 
bespectacled Californian said. 
In the 1,500 meter freestyle this morn­ 
ing, Shaw doesn’t have to contend with 
Fumiss, who doesn’t swim the longer 
distance. 
But his most dangerous contender is 
another American , 16-year-old Brian 
Goodell, a crosstow n rival from 
metropolitan Los Angeles. 
Shaw gets the rest of the morning off 
as American men’s coach Ron Ballatore 
will put a second-string combination into 
the eliminations for the men’s 800 meter 
freestyle relay, but Tim is expected to 
anchor the American team in the finals 
of the relay tonight. 
The 1,500-meter mark, now held by 
Shaw at 15:20.91, is one of the most 
vulnerable marks in the book, Ballatore 
said.

for missing signs, busses, airplanes, 
cutoff men or meals. 
Fines are an old American sports 
tradition, like pinstripes on uniforms and 
beer in the bleachers. 
A sports felony is punishable by 
benching or trading. But for lesser 
crimes — ie: any infraction committed 
by a superstar — fines are the standard 
punitive measure. 
Fines are certainly not limited to the 
• playing field. Sandy Koufax was several 
hundred dollars poorer when Walter 
Alston caught the young lefty sneaking a 
large pizza back to his hotel room at an 
early hour of the morning. 
Other athletes have been fined for 
sneaking somewhat larger and more 
lively dishes into their rooms, but that’s 
another story. 
Some sports experts maintain that 
fines were invented to give coaches and 
managers something to do besides spit 
tobacco and write lineup cards. 
Anthony Davis, budding star of the 
Southern California Sun football team, 
was recently docked $500 for "smarting 
off” to an assistant coach. 
The fine was not expected to plunge 
Davis into immediate bankruptcy, as the 
ink was not yet dry on his multi-zillion- 
dollar contract. 
It’s like the situation faced by Texas 
oilman H.L. Hunt back in the early days 
of the American Football League. Hunt's 
team lost a couple million dollars the 
first year out. A newsman asked Hunt 
how long he would be able to hold out in 
the face of such devastating losses. 
"Only about 200 more years,” replied 
Hunt. 
The trouble with fines, especially for 
athletes who rank 
just below small 
banana republics in annual income, is 
that they have little impact. 
If Anthony Davis knows it will cost 
him only $500 to smart off to a coach, he 
may make such behavior a regular outlet 
for his frustrations. 
What sports need are effective punish­ 
ment, of a non-financial nature. 
Davis, for instance, could be ordered 
to spend one hour alone with Don 
Rickies. 
Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, who was fined 
for bad-mouthing officials in the NBA, 
could be sentenced to serve one week as 
a ref. 
Baseball players who miss signs could 
be made to wear pointed "dunce” bat­ 
ting helmets the next time at bat. 
Hockey stars who play too rough could 
be required to "stay after the game” and 
help sweep up the broken teeth off the 
ice. 
In fairness to the athletes, fine rebates 
should be awarded to guys like Dick 
Barnett. New York Knicks’ coach Red 
Holtzman warned his team that there 
was to be a bed check that evening, with 
fines for offenders. 
"Don’t worry, coach,” said Barnett. 
"My bed will be there.” 


You’re not alone, Joe Herron ... It’s 
been a couple years since a host of L>m- 
pocans, including Herron were taken in 


Foreman. Recently in Detroit, a guy 
named Richard Tardiff gained instant, if 
temporary, fame by passing himself off 
as Russian hockey superstar Vladislav 
Tretiak. 
"I don’t think I’ve hurt anybody,” said 
Tardiff, "unless it was that Oregon 
businessman who gave me $1,200 to get 
to Detroit and the Red Wings. ” 


Any time, in any level of baseball or 
softball, that the average number of 
walks exceeds one per inning per team, 
something is very wrong. Beginning Lit­ 
tle Leaguers are among the worst of­ 
fenders. An obvious solution is tee ball. 
Batters still get practice and fielders 
have something to do besides count pass­ 
ing pedestrians.

Farm labor 
board to be 
named soon 


SACRAMENTO (UPl) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
says h« “very soon” will ap­ 
point members of a five- 
member board to oversee the 
new farm labor law and dis­ 
closed that “a tentative set of 
rules” already had been writ­ 
ten. 
"I expect hundreds of elec­ 
tions in September and we re 
doing everything we can to be 
ready for them,” the governor 
told newsmen Thursday. 
The taw takes effect Aug 28 
and permits secret ballot union 
elections for farm workers un­ 
der the auspices of a new five- 
member state Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board 
Meantime, it was reported 
that Brown already has chosen 
four of the five board members 
but is waiting to talk to a fifth 
before announcing any names. 
Sen. George Zenovich, D- 
Fresno, said he was told one of 
the appointees was from 
Fresno. 
Brown said the staff of the 
National Labor Relations 
Board already had "drawn up a 
tentative set of rules,” ar­ 
ranged for office space and 
taken other steps to handle the 
"mechanical” problems which 
the new state board will face. 
The governor also said "a 
number of persons" in the state 
Industrial Relations Division 
had been located who he said 
were qualified to conduct the 
elections. 


Auto industry's 
layoffs to drop 


DETROIT (UPI) - Long­ 
term layoffs in the auto in­ 
dustry next week will drop to 
their lowest point since before 
Christmas and could drop below 
the 100,000-mark by September 
when new 1978 models are in­ 
troduced. 
Those open-ended layoffs, 
some dating back to the start of 
the current slump 21 months 
ago, peaked at 211,000 in 
February. Since then, the 
automakers have been recalling 
a few thousand workers at a 
time and will have 109,300 idled 
next week 
General Motors, Chrysler and 
Ford announced production 
plans Thursday that dropped 
the tally of open-ended layoffs 
by nearly 20,000 from this week. 
At the sam e tim e. GM 
Chairman Thomas Murphy is­ 
sued one of his most optimistic 
predictions of an industry tur­ 
naround. 
In Washington to address a 
Future Farmers of America 
meeting, Murphy said new car 
sales next year should top 10 
million, including imports. That 
would be up about 18 per cent 
from expected sales this year 
but still well below 11.4 million 
car sales in record 1973. 


Save the Goose 
LONG BEACH. Calif (UPl) 
— Howard Hughes pleaded with 
the city harbor commission 
Tuesday to save his Spruce 
Goose, once the world’s largest 
plane, because he has a "very 
great emotional and sentimen­ 
tal attachment" to it. 
The reclusive billionaire did 
not appear personally, of 
course. He sent a lawyer, Jonal 
Jones, to ask the commission to 
grant another one-year exten­ 
sion on his lease on a hangar for 
the enormous flying boat, which 
the city has been trying to evict 
for years. 
Jones said that if the plane 
goes now. under an agreement 
with the Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion and the government it will 
have to be cut into five pieces 
for distribution to museums. In 
a year, Hughes can arrange to 
have it preserved in one piece 
as an exhibit, he said. 
The plane, which has a 329- 
foot wingspan. was airborne 
only once — for a few minutes 
in 1947. with Hughes at the con­ 
trols. 
The federal General Services 
Administration actually owns 
the plane. Hughes pays $800 a 
year to lease the plane and 
$100,000 a year for its hangar, 
where it has been kept secluded 
for 27 years.

A way to go 


The Atlantic-Richfield Co. 
and Burmah Oil and Gas. Co. 
have made application for new 
oil and gas processing equip­ 
ment in Santa Barbara County 
and the county’s environmen­ 
tal coordinator has a plan that 
certainly has merit. 
T his w eek , A lb ert F. 
Reynolds, the environmental 
coordinator, is requesting that 
the board of supervisors give 
him some guidance in the con­ 
solidation of new oil and gas 
processing facilities by the 


two com panies with the 
onshore facilities on the Las 
Flores Canyon site which was 
approved for Exxon Corp. 
It is only logical that any 
consolidation of such facilities 
would lessen the impact of ad­ 
ditional gas and oil develop­ 
ment on the South Coast of the 
county. 
In 1967, the County adopted a 
statem ent of policy that 
declared that “consolidation 
of facilities on existing sites or 
on adjacent land will be 


favored as an alternative to 
the establishm ent of new 
separate sites.” Both of the 
firms could possibly favor con­ 
solidation as it is indicated in 
their environmental impact 
reports now being prepared. 
However, alternatives of con­ 
solidation and relocation are 
only declared in general terms 
in the impact report. 
We would seriously urge the 
County board of supervisors to 
pursue this matter of con­ 
solidation.

It doesn’t affect the 
tax levy, Smith explained, because it is 
offset “completely” by federal funding.

Citizens identity cards 


What may be the forerunner of a 
citizen’s identity card is quietly being 
planned by the state administration. The 
plan is not intended to be that but merely 
recognition of the existing situation as it 
affects senior citizens. 


As matters stand both state and local 
governments have, in recent years, been 
granting special concessions to the 
elders. Among other things the state 
grants free fishing privileges to the 
seniors. This requires the issuance of an 
identity card. 


Lacal governments also have extended 
privileges for free or discount useage of 
publicly-owned golf courses and public 
transportation. Each authority deals out 
its version of an identity card. 


The result is that, as these amenities 
grow, the aged are becoming burdened 
with a pocketful of such cards. 


It was only natural then that the direc­ 
tor of the state agency which has the 
greatest experience in issuing identity 
cards, the Department of Motor Vehicles 
which licenses some 13 million drivers, 
should be the first to think about 
simplifying matters for the elders. 


Director Herman Sillias, the most 
“people related” director the depart­ 
ment has yet had, has come up with the 
thought that perhaps his department 
should issue official identity cards for 
senior citizens which would be accep­ 
table to any agency, state or local. 


As far as it goes it seems like a happy 
thought. But, as Sillias discovered, it 
probably will take some legislative 
authority.

What he apparently has yet to learn is 
the aversion of many to the very idea of 
a citizen identity card. They see in this 
some kind of a dictatorial plot to make 
the nation a police state. 
In the face of the fact that almost 
everyone possesses a driver’s license, 
the production of which is constantly be­ 
ing asked, especially by merchants, the 
citizen identity card is already an ac­ 
complished fact. Furthermore, anyone 
wishing to travel out of the country is re­ 
quired to obtain a passport. 


The problem with both these docu­ 
ments is that neither is any sure iden­ 
tification. 


In applying for a passport one need 
merely present a birth certificate and a 
driver’s license. A birth certificate can 
easily be obtained by the simple ex­ 
pedient of searching the cemetery for 
someone born in an appropriate year. 
Birth documents are sent upon mail ap­ 
plication. 


As for driver licenses, it is an admitted 
fact, that such can be had without 
positive identification. One fills out an 
application in whatever name is 
desired, passes the driver test, and 
receives a license complete with his own 
picture and physical description. 


The only way any identity card can 
ever truly be such is by requiring appli­ 
cants to submit to fingerprinting. 


Judging from the screams and hollers 
which greeted the affixing of the thumb 
print, and later the photograph, to the 
driver license, the day for accurate iden­ 
tity cards is still quite distant. 


But Sillias’ idea for the senior citizen 
card to relieve them of the repetitive re­ 
quirements for such cards by each 
jurisdiction 
extending 
privileges, 
deserves consideration and should not be 
shot down by “police state” accusations. 
He is not suggesting fingerprinting. 


Still, the time will surely come, 
perhaps paved by the senior citizen card, 
when a majority will recognize that a

Kissinger's 
threat 


Henry Kissinger’s ultimatum to the 
United Nations is about as explicit as an 
ultimatum can be, and under the circum­ 
stances we have ahead of us a very good 
test of the credibility of the United 
States Government. Look at it this way: 
if the foreign minister of, say, Belgium, 
warned that continued usurpation by the 
General Assembly of the powers of the 
Security Council could succeed to the 
point of elevating the General Assembly 
to the cockpit of power only to find itself 
at the tiller of “an empty shell” — to use 
Kissinger's words — nobody would sup­ 
pose that Belgium was powerful enough 
itself to effect a threat to the United Na­ 
tions. 
The United States, 
on the other hand — 
like the Soviet Union 
— is that powerful. 
Whether we are 
powerful enough to br­ 
ing the United Nations 
down, I wonder. We 
provide 25 per cent of 
the budget, true; but 
take away 25 per cent 
and you still have 75 
per cent, and that is 
not an inconsiderable 
budget. 
We are not, in fact, bound by United 
Nations decisions, nor of the Security 
Council (which we can veto if we desire 
to make a public point; or evade, if we do 
not); let alone of the General Assembly, 
which we mostly ignore. We go along 
when we are inclined to do so for reasons 
extrinsic to any loyalty to the United 
Nations' putative parliamentary 
authority. For instance, when we voted 
sanctions against Rhodesia, we were 
motivated primarily a) to say thank you 
to a British Conservative Government 
that had gone along with us on Vietnam; 
and b) to curry the favor of Black Africa. 
It would take deep research to come up 
with a list of genuine sacrifices made by 
the substantial powers of this world 
against their will as oblations to the 
United Nations. 
Still, Mr. Kissinger’s threat is intended 
seriously and is likely to be received 
seriously. Granted, a fresh Mideastern 
war, with the old passions repristinated, 
could change things. But on the assump­ 
tion that next October there is no war, 
merely more of the same kind of thing — 
will the strategists of the Third World 
(usually backed by the Soviet Union) 
move to do to Israel what they did last 
year to South Africa? South Africa, you 
will 
r e c a ll, 
was 
denied 
not 
"membership” in the UN — wily the 
Security Council can do that. But a 
member in the UN: i.e., the General As­ 
sembly refused to accept the credentials 
of the South African representative. 
Here is what the hawks would like to do 
this year. They would like to expel South 
Africa (they realize they would run into 
a veto from the United States and, 
probably, Britain and France), but if the 
motion were voted on affirmatively by 
other members of the Security Council, 
the Third World lobby would have made 
an important psychological score. As for 
Israel, the plan is to do to it what was 
done to South Africa last year: not to ex­ 
pel it, but to refuse to recognize its 
representative. The reasoning could be 
lifted straight out of the Handbook on 
South Africa: Israel’s representative (it 
would be argued) is the representative 
only of a ruling class that grants no 
rights to Palestinians who are in fact a 
majority in a nation occupied by Zionist- 
colonia lists 
My guess is that the United States 
could derail such a motion. We would 
need to depend on the argument that any 
time spent on such a motion would be 
counter-productive in the mideast. To 
make that argument, we would have to 
make it to the Arab states themselves, 
and sell it to them. What we would say is 
that high truculence on the East River 
would not soften Israel’s attitude at the 
negotiating table, and that everyone 
stands to profit more from Israeli flex­ 
ibility, than from Israeli intransigence. 
Suppose, however, that we failed? 
What would the United States Govern­ 
ment fn fact do? When Mr. Kissinger 
talks about the United Nations becoming 
an empty shell, he uses a metaphor that 
suggests the physical absence of the 
United States. I do not believe that the 
United States would pull out of the UN. 
Brezhnev doesn’t believe it, Sadat 
doesn’t believe it, and Colonel Amin 
doesn’t believe it. For this reason, Mr. 
Kissinger’s formulation is, I think, un­ 
fortunate. He should pose a threat which 
is believable. 
There is one such threat. Never mind 
that I think we should resort to it 
whether Israel is seated or not seated. It 
is very simply this: a resolution, by the 
United States Government, not to vote in 
the General Assembly. To participate in 
the debate, yes; to act amiably and help­ 
fully in the discussions of common 
problems, firmly to press our own posi­ 
tion, yes. But to vote, Never. If the 
United States does not vote, suddenly the 
vote becomes less important: and the 
General Assembly is reduced to what it 
was really designed to be — a purely ad­ 
visory body, whose vote was intended 
merely to signify the state of world opi­ 
nion. Something like a Gallup Poll report 
on the sentiments of chiefs of state. Mr. 
Kissinger would do better by our own 
government, and by Israel’s, if he were 
to refine his threat, so as to make it at 
once more credible, and more useful.
